(which this way hath bcene ſpoken) may ſuffice, to 
cleare theſe Auncients of our Religion (whom wes 
haue alreadie prooucd to haue beene of the ſame 
Faith and Religion which wee now hold , and the 
Papiſts themſclucs call the fore-runners of our Faith) 
from thoſe {landerous Calumniations which they a{- 
perſe vpon them, and to prooue them ſuch famous 
and worthie Inftruments of Gods glorie, that wee

Hauing now cleared the way, and traced the foot- 
ſteps of our Proteſtant predeceſſors backward, from 
the dayes of Mariis Zuther, vnto the very time when

Henry the cight, yato the daycs of Pheras the Emn- 
perour , for| the ſpace well-nigh of a thouſand 
yeeres ; I now returne 2gaire tO pong this Ca» 
talogue, and to ſhew a ftarre higher aſcent of the 
fame , from the time when Poperic was {ct on foor, 
vnto the dayes of the Apoftles , and the time in 
which our bicfſcd Sauiour did manifeſt himſelfe in

Which Jabour, alt cit ir might well be ſpared, for 
as much as the Controuctfic being betweene vs and

poſtles, profeſſed and maintained by all the Ortho- 
doxe ancicnt Fathers, Martyrs, and Conteflors, that 
lived in and fince the Primitiue Church, to the time 
that Poperte was firſt hatched out of his Cockatrice 
Eggc. 

Which to make plaine, wee muſt by the way take 
notice, That in the firſt ſ1x hundred yeeres there was 
no ſubſtantiall or fundamental! I1nouation receiued 
in the Church ; the preſent Romane Faith (touching 
the: Points controuerted betweene them and vs ) be- 
ing as yet eyther vnharched , or not recetued by 
knowne Heretikes : Onely the Myſterie of Iniquitie 
that began to worke in the Apoſtles time, encreaſed 
by the Herefic, Ignorance, and Superſtition of ſome 
that dayly corrupted the Truth. Stories remember 
vs of a faying of Heze/ippus , That the Church conts- 
nued 4 Virgin vndtfiled, as long as the Apoſtles lined : 
but when that generation was paſt, the conſpiracte of 
Wicked Hereſie , threagh the ſeducing of thoſe who 
tauzht other Dofrize , teoke beeimning, Hereot the 
Apoſtles gaue warning , and the auncient Fathers 
complayned, and that with teares. Ir is our Taske

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vs and them, to be decided by the Fathers ; and they 
ſhall plainely ſee,we want not teſtimonie of Antiqui- 
tic : and that the ancient Fathers of the Church (as 
our learned y97takers well obſerueth) where they con- 
ſext, are with Vs, and enely theirs,tn their errors. 

I procced now forward in my Catalogue to the firſt 
two hundred yeares , which was the time of the Chur- 
ches periccution, at what time as it groancd vnder the 
ryrannieof the perſecuting Romane Emperours : At 
what time by reaſon of the great and gricuous perſecu- 
tions, which were raiſed againſt the faithfull Chriſti- 
ans , they could not haue ſuch free mcetings, and 
publique congregations, but were driuen from place 
to place, vexed,aftiicted,and tormented ; yet euen then 
there were not wanting thouſands who did profeſle 
the ſame Faith and DoG&rine which wee now follow, 
and ſealed the Truth of it with their blood. All which 
albeic I might here inſert in my enſuing Catalogue, as 
our fcllow profeſſors, becauſe (as Euſebim noteth) they 
all adhered to the Doftrine of the Apoſtles; neyther 
were they entangled with theſe new-found Popiſh Su- 
perſtitions, ncyther heard they of that yoake of ſerui- 
tude which the now Church of Rome layeth vpon her 
followers : yet I will oncly content my ſelfe witha few 
of them, and that ſuchas in their wricings and ations 
deteſted and abhorred thoſe things which were after- 
wards brought in by the Popiſh Myſteric of Iniquitie: 
of which number in thoſe times, wee haue not a few 
conſenting with vs, as may appeare in this Catalogue 
following,

ſuch fooliſh Superſticions, it maintained contraric 
Do@rine co their now Errors, To what purpoſe then 
ſhould any fiicke vpon the name of the Romane 
Church, when the true Faith is changed > Or what 
doe the Prcerogatines and Royalties of the auncient 
Church concerne this, that is turned to another 
Religion 2 Or who regardeth an Houle of ſtately 
Building, or anticke memorie of auncient Antiqui- 
tie, when the Plague hath infeed ir, and Theeues 
poſſefle tt ? 

Leaue therefore, yee Romaniſts, to cracke of your 
Antiquitie, or to traduce vs of Noueltic ; wee may 
take vp the words of Nicephorws , the Patriarke of 
Conſtantinople,in an Epiſtle to Leo, Biſhop of Rome: 
wee alſo hane the Name of Rome (the true and auncient 
Faith of Rome) «mong vs, berng built vpon one and the

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Neyther let them boaſt (as of commonly*they 
cracke) of the ancient Church ot Rome,ſo famouſly 
renowned by the VVritings of the Apoſiles,and com- 
mended and appealed vnto by the auncient Fathers : 
for the name/ and ſhew of the Romane Church,is but 
an emptie ſhew of Names, and Titles ; this preſent 


Romane being in a manner wholly departed, in the 
Queſtions controuerted, trom the auncient, and re-

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ſame foundation of Faith ;, in matter of Faith we follow 

them: Wherefore let S.Paul glorie and reavice in vs alſs, 
and iojning new things with old, and comparing Vs in 
Dottrmes, and Preathine, let him glorie in vs beth altke 
for wee as well as they, following the Deftrines and 1n- 
ftitutions wherein wee are rooted, are confirmed in the 
confeſszon of our Faith , wherein wee ſtand, and re- 
19yce, Ofc. 

As for you (my poore ſeduced Countreymen ) 
who {utter your ſelues to be ſeduced and mis-led by 
theſe Popiſh Circumceliions , take heed and beware 
how you fauour theſe Merchants of the Romitl; 
Strumpet, who vnder fained pr-tences and ſubile in- 
ſinuations goe about to make merchandiſe of your 

2,Pet,2.5- foules: Theſe latter dayes (faith the Apoſtle) are peril- 
lows times, and theſe Popiſh Prieſts and leſuits (I may 
:.Tim.z. 1, 6, ſay) are perillous ſeducers : T hey of this ſort creepe mmto 
7: houſes, and lead captine ſilly women, lacen with ſinnes,and 
led about with diners Luſts, cutr learning, ond nener able 
to come to the knowledge of the Truth. Liften not vato 
them: It is not good tor Ewe to fall toconference with 
the Serpent ; no, nor for Adam neyther to ſuffer Exe 
and the Serpents parley,or ro encline vnto them, leaft 
hee allo be partaker in the Tranſgreſſhon. Confider 
what is the cnd they ayme at: not Religion, bur the 
Soueraigntie of their high-towring Church ; nor the 
Conlciences of men, yeciding to their Ceremonies 
and Superſtitions, will fatisfie them, vnleſſe they baue 
their wills in ouer-ruling all,and bringing them vader 
their Antichriſtian Yoake. How doe they diſturbe 8 


Thrones,ahd fill the YVVorld with Anarchic and Con- 
; tuſtons ? 
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by miniftring the Word and Sacraments, their bloud 
they facrifice to the Deuill, by ſtirring them vp to 
Treaſon and Rebellion. Belowed, belcene not every Spi- 
'it, bat trie the Spirits whether they be of God, or n0. 
A Foole (faith Salomow ) beleeucth every thinz, And 
ſurely it is their folly, who ſuffer themfelnes to be ſe- 
duced, by giuing too cafe credit to the ſlauering mſt- 
nuations of thele Popith Teachers, and are hereby 
brought into a great diſlike of our Church, becauſe 
they belecue their words, and doe not make ſearch 
and enquiric after the truch of the ſame. Beware leaſt 
that dreadfull iudgement of God fall vpon you, Be- 
cauſe they receined not the knowledge of the Truth, that 
they might be ſautd, therefore God ſhall ſend them ſtrong 
arluſions, that they ſhould belezae lyec, 

You will ſay, That you are no Changelings, That 
yee are of the olde Religion, That you keepe the 
olde Faith, and will liue and dye in the ſame Re- 
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fuſions? and whoſe ſoules they ſhould winne to God,

ligion which your fore-fathers profeſſed, Poore 


ſoules; Popiſh Religion is not the oldeſt Religion, 
but a late vpſtart, a Modell of Superſtition : your 
Popes Catholike Church is but an Impoſtume, 
growne in the Church, Wee confeſſe, rhar fora 
long time, the Chriſtian World hath beene annoy- 
ed with it z yet euen in the time, and before the 


. time of this declining from the Truth , our 


Faith and Religion | hath ever kepr it ſelfe vn- 
ſported, The true cauſe, why during 'the former 
ouer-couding times of Poperie , the Excrciles of 


our Religion haue beene neyther ſo frequent, 
nor 


as 
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nor ſo publike as now it is, eyther in place or perſons, 
was the perſecution of Poperie,and the generall cor- 
ruption of the Papacie, which as a Leproſie infefted, 
and as a Myſt ob{cured the Times; fo that ſometimes 
not the truc belecuers themſc!ues (ſuch I meane as 
are core to our knowledge) were void of error tt 
cucry point, though chey firmely held the foundation. 
And if it pleaſed God in procefle of time to giue 
more libertic to the perſons, and more puritie to the 
Dodtrine,why are wee vnthankfull > and why ſhould 
any enuie, it the Truth hath growne more ripe in 
our Age ? wy 
And it there be any yet among vs (I would to God 
thcre were not too many ſuch) who ftand as New- 
ters and lookers on, not regarding any Religion, 
nor caring to ioyne themſelues to either fide , vnrill 
they fee the ſequell and iffue , whether the Proteſtant 
or Popiſh Church is likelieſt ro be moſt prevalent : 
To ſuch I fay (as E/ias ſaid to the people of Iſrael : ) 
King, 18.21, How long halt yee betweene-two opinions? If the Lord be 
God, follow him: But if Baall , then follow him, Let 
them con{ider and cail to minde whither of the two 
Religions ſauour more of grace and of the ſpirit of 
God, whether doth attribute moſt to God, whether 
hath beene moſt fauoured by God : Let them conft- 
der the damnable pofitions, the horrible combuſtt- 
ons, and helliſh proiects of Poperie, and the fauing 
counſe!s, peaceable proſperity,and heauznly bleſſings 
which haue accompanicd ours ; let them (as the Apo- 
«.Thefl.5.zr file counſelleth) prowe all things , and held faft what & 
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If they doubt whether of thera carrieth greateſt 
ſhew of either veritic or Antiquitic, I ſay vnto. 
them, as it was {aid to S:. Augn/{zne at the time of his 
conuerſion, Tolle, lege, Take wp this booke and reade: 
or rather as the Lord ſpeaketh by his Propher Jere-,,., þ., 
-nie. land in thewaies and ſee, Aske for the old path 
where ts the g*vd way, and walke therein, and yee ſhall 
findereſt for your ſoules. 

Laſtly, to the true members and vnſeduced Pro- 
teſtancs of our Church, I ſay with the Apoftle to 
the Corinthians, Brethren y0u ſee your calling, albeit , ©. , .g 
not many wiſe men after the fleſh, not matty mighty, not 37,28, 
many noble are called, But God hath choſen the forlifh 
things of the world, to conf ound the wiſe; and weake things 
zo confound the mightie, &c. yer lome noble, ſome 
learned, ſome Worthics, bane embraced the ſame 
Religion together wath vs, and that in all ages and 
times of the world, Vhat would wee haue 2 what 
can wee deſtre more >we haue Verity and Antiqui- 
tic for vs; we hane the Patriarkes, the Prophets and 
Apoſtles on our fide; we haucthe company of/in- 
numerable Martyygs, who have ſealed the Ttuth 
thercof witn their blood : we haue the fellowſhip 
of many Churches in diuers Nations, Beiog there- 
forc Compaſſed about with ſo great a cloude of Witneſſes, let Heb.ta, 2, 
vstollow the footſteps of thoſe who haue walked be- 
forevs in this way of rightcouſneſle,and runne with 
patience therace that is ſet before vs. VVhagthough 
Papiſts raue, and rage, and plot, and ſeke by all 
meanes to bring our Religion into difgrace, yea, 
If it were poſſible, 20 cut of the name of Ifradl, thas 6 Pal 83.4;
